The  Longest  Walk 


On  February  11,  1978,  a  major  effort  began  to  defeat 
the  anti- Indian  legislation  now  before  Congress.   Five 
hundred  Indian  men,  women  and  children  began  walking 
form  historic  Alcatraz  Island  in  San  Francisco  Bay  to 
Washington,  D.C.  to  bring  national  attention  to  the 
meaning  of  these  bills.  We  are  calling  this  effort, 
"THE  LONGEST  WALK". 

These  strong-hearted  native  people  are  determined  to 
trek  the  3,000  mile  span  of  the  United  States  in  order 
to  bring  to  the  world  the  message  that  native  people 
are  still  being  brutally  oppressed  in  the  land  of 
their  birth  and  heritage.   Overt  actions  to  suppress 
ative  people1 s  lives  are  crystallized  in  numerous  bills 
now  before  the  United  States  Congress  in  which  native 
land,  water  and  other  resources,  including  our  innate 
recognition  as  human  beings,  are  to  be  abrogated  and 
extinguished  for  all  time. 

This  is  not  the  work  of  reactionary  crackpots,  although 
it  would  appear  so.   This  is  the  work  of  the  United 
States  Congress;  of  the  U.S.  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives, the  legislative  Congressmen  of  this  country  who 
are  under  oath  to  uphold  the  U.S.  Constitution,  one  of 
the  foundations  for  the  federal  trust  relationship  with 
native  peoples . 

These  bills,  if  passed,  will  call  for  the  immediate 
termination  of  all  treaties  signed  between  the  United 
States  and  Indian  tribes,  hunting  and  fishing  rights  on 
Indian  reservations  will  be  cancelled,  water  rights  of 


Indian  tribes  will  fall  casualty  to  these  bills  and  fi- 
nally, the  remaining  Indian  lands  will  be  forfeited  to 
the  various  states.   The  land  base  of  Indian  tribes 
tied  to  religious  sites  and  sacred  places  will  no  long- 
er be  protected  and  the.  end  of  Religious  ceremonials, 
which  are  thousands  of  years  old  will  die  avjay.   Indian 
people  and  the  heritage  of  this  country  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  U.S.  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.

FIRST  AMENDMENT 


[WHILE  WE  STILL  CAN] 


GOVERNMENT  CENSORSHIP  is  about  to 
take  a  great  leap  forward. 

A  government  agency— The  Federal 
Communications  Commission  — be- 
lieves it  has  the  right  to  act  as  our  parents 
and  restrict  the  broadcast  of  certain 
words  at  times  when  children  just  might 
be  listening— regardless  of  any  literary,  ar- 
tistic, or  social  value  or  the  fact  that  this  could 
seriously  limit  free  expression  in  the  broad- 
cast medium. 

The  FCC  acted  after  WBAI-a  listen- 
er sponsored  Pacifica  radio  station  in 
New  York— broadcast  a  monologue  by 
comedian  George  Carlin  about  "seven 
words  you  can  t  say  on  TV"  which 
satirizes  how  people  get  uptight  by  the 
use  of  certain  words. 

Their  mailbox  clogged  with  one  letter 
of  complaint,  the  FCC  ruled  Pacifica  to 
bcin  violation  of  the  Federal  Communi- 
cations Act.  In  deciding  that  a  govern- 
ment agency  has  the  right  to  tcllbroad- 
castcrs  what  they  can  or  cannot  say  on 
the  air,  they  essentially  trampled  all  over 
the  First  Amendment. 

When  Pacifica  challenged  this  ruling, 
a  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  held  that  the 
FCC  had  overstepped  its  authority  in 
banning  "indecent  language"  at  certain 
hours  and  that  it  had  wrongly  entered  in- 
to "the  forbidden  realm  of  censorship." 

Undaunted,  the  FCC  has  now  taken 
the  "Carlin  Case"  to  the  Supreme  Court 
which  will  consider  this  critically  impor- 
tant constitutional  question:  Do  all  First 
Amendment  rights  traditionally  enjoyed  by 
free  press  also  extend  to  radio  and  television? 

Opposing  the  FCC— standing  up  for 
the  right  to  broadcast  a  free  flow  of  in- 


formation and  your  right  to  hear  it— is 
Pacifica  radio.  Broadcasting  for  thirty- 
two  years,  Pacifica  is  known  as  "First 
Amendment  Kadio,"  unrestricted  by 
advertisers  and  committed  to  the  presen- 
tation of  all  points  of  view.

THE  MOST  ANSWERED  ANSWER 

The  computer  that  WPFW  uses  is  located  in 
Berkeley,  Cal.   We  send  subscription  informa- 
tion to  California  on  or  about  the  10th  of 
every  month  and  California,  in  return,  sends 
program  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  on  or  around  the  25th 
of  the  month  so  we  have  time  to  send  the  in- 
fo to  the  mailing  house  so  you  can  get  your 
program  guide  a.s.a.p. 

SO  -  if  you  send  us  your  check  or  change  of 
address  or  whatever  before  the  10th  of  the 
month,  you  will  be  included  in  the  LARGE  box 
that  we  send  to  the  keypunchers  and  computer 
operators  in  California.
